It is often hard to know where a physical condi­ 
tion leaves off and an emotional problem begins. 
This is illustrated in a letter from Mrs. J. 
She aays that her 4-year-old daughter attended 
Bible achool one day and was ill the next and could 
not go. The third day she was excited about going, 
but when the man came to pick her up aha cried 
•nd kicked and would not get in the car. 
The mother says that she is punishing the little 
girl by making her stay in her room all day and 
asks if this is right. 


I should like to say first that I do not think that 
it is right to m ake a 4-year-old little girl stay in her 
room all day. A day is terribly long at that age. It 
seem to me that the punishment does not fit the 
crime. 


There can be any number of reasons why the 4- 
year-old decided she did not want to go back to 
Bible school. She may not have been feeling well 
from her one-dav illness. She m ay have had some 
unpleasant experience with one of the other children, 
or she may have found the school too advanced for 
her tender age. 


I believe that the problem is neither to pumsh 
the little girl, nor force her unduly, but to try to find 
out why she does not want to go. 
If her reasons are good, perhaps this experience 
can be postponed until she is a bit older. It is also 
possible that once the reason is found it can be 
readily corrected. But some reason is surely there. 
A question comes from another m other who asks 
whether there is any better way of selecting toys for 
tier children tlian just looking a t them in the store. 


This question can be answered by referring to 
the new booklet entitled “ Toys,” recently released 
by the National Society for Crippled Children and 
Adults (11 South La Salle St., Chicago 3, 111.—price 
$1). 
This booklet is to help parents select toys in con­ 
formity with the child's growth and development. 
It is particularly useful for parents of children who 
are physically handicapped or awkward, since it in­ 
cludes the choice of toys for the training of reach­ 
ing, grasping, eye and hand coordination, and the

At other times she is loving toward the 
baby. But I feel that she can hurt this child physic­ 
ally or emotionally.” 
Colic in infants is generally the result of air in 
the digestive tract, which causes sharp pain. When 
the child gets a little older this disappears since the 
air is expelled more readily. 
I am sure that the m other of this, or any other 
colicky child, gets upset by the crying. How’ever, 
the baby cannot help it, and it can only be upsetting 
to all concerned for the mother to lose her temper. 
A pediatrician should be consulted and may be able 
to make some suggestions to reduce the colic and 
thereby help both m other and child.

Amid decision* abou t wedding 
and reception, ev ery bride-to-be 
mu *t also decide what u tensils she 
need» for her new kitchen. Choos- 
nig the proper eq u ipment helps to 
insu re su ccess of those first meals, 
A Univ ersity of Illinois home 
economist su ggests these 15 basic 
u tensils as a starting point for 
equ ipping the kitchen:

pan with rack to fit ov en

2 baking sheets 
2 sets mu ffin pans 
2 pie pans. 8 or 9 inch 
3 8-in. lay er cake pans 
1 sq u are cake pan, 8 or 9 inch 
1 coffee percolator or other ty pe 
of coffee maker 
Today 's bride can find these and 
other pieces of eq u ipment in a v ar­ 
iety of materials. The common 
materials u sed in kitchen equ ip­ 
ment hav e been described. 
Copper, is the best heat condu c­ 
tor among the metals commonly 
u sed in kitchen u tensils 
These 
u tensils are lined with tin or other 
metal to prev ent corrosion. If the 
lining becomes thin, the u tensil 
shou ld 
be replated. 
Copper-bot­ 
tomed stainless steel u tensils com­ 
bine the heat-condu cting qu alities 
of copper with the du rability and 
ease of cleaning that are charac­ 
teristic of steel. 
Alu minu m is second to copper 
as a condu ctor of heat. Utensils 
made from it are light-weight, don't 
ru st and aren't affected by ordi­ 
nary acids. Bu t they are discol­ 
ored by alkalies, so it is sometimes 
difficu lt to keep alu minu m u ten­ 
sils bright when the water is hard 
or when strong soaps are u sed in 
cleaning. Soaking alu minu m u ten­ 
sils in soapy water will probably 
leav e them discolored. 
Cast iron is another good dis­ 
tribu tor of heat. It holds heat well, 
is du rable and is fairly inex pensiv e. 
It is also heav y and porou s and 
tends to ru st u nless treated care­ 
fu lly . 
Glass u tensils come in two ty pes, 
flameware and ov en glassware. The 
latter, as the name implies- is for 
u se in ov ens only . All glass u ten­ 
sils may crack when ex posed dir­ 
ectly to heat and su dden changes | 
of temperatu re. Bu t, when handled 
properly , these u tensils absorb and I 
hold heat well. 
Earthenware or pottery distrib­ 
u tes heat slowly bu t ev eniy and 
retains it for a rather long time. 
Neither alkalies nor acids affect 
its glazed su rface, bu t su dden tem­ 
peratu re changes do damage it. As ,

made for either cooking in the ov en 
or serv ing ov en-cooked foods. 
Porcelain enamelware is non- 
porou s, resists both acids and alka­ 
lies and doesn't discolor food. Im­ 
prov ed recently , these u tensils can 
now be taken from 
a refrigerator 
and placed on a range withou t be­ 


ing damaged. Some ty pes can be 
u sed for fry ing, bu t porcelain ena­ 
melware is most often u sed for 
su rface cooking req u iring fairly 
large 
amou nts of water. 
They 
shou ld be protected against su dden 
temperatu re changes and sharp 
blows. These u tensils are u su ally 
made of glass fu sed to steel.
